Perey J. Philip, Ottawa correspond: | 
eni of the New York Times, began 
his address to the Toronto Empire! 
Club recently with the flat state- 
ment he was sure Britain would win 
the war, but he added; “It is going 
to be a very long, grim business.” 

Mr. Philip, for 20 years head of the 
Times’ Paris bureau before he went 
to Ottawa, said there still is “a long 
hard road in front of us until we’ 
ean rid the world of this nightmare 
in which we are all living and restore 
decency and freedom. 

“We are going to have many 
heartbreaks and sorrows. We are 
going to have to be very patient.” 

“But when we feel impatient and 
despondent 1 went you to think of 
those other peoples who have already 
lost the war of those Poles and 
Danes and Dutch people and Belgians 
and Norwegians and French who are 
living, starving and still resisting un- 
der the heel of the Nazi oppressor. 

. Let us thank God daily that we 
are still free.” 

Mr. Philip, a Briton, said Hitler 
has announced that he is “the tough- 
est leader the world has ever known” 
and it was probably true. 

“His is the toughness of the de- 
formed —the vitally deformed,” he 
continued, “and he is surrounded by 
tough men ~Goering, Himmler, Hess, 
Goebbels and all the rest of the Nazi 
bandits. 


“He is followed by tough men 
terribly tough, They are worth fight- 
ing and beating.” 

Then Mr. Philip said he would let 
his audience in on a secret-- Hitler's 
followers were not all tough; there 
was a weak streak in the rank and 
file, the weak streak of a subject 
people. 

“But we  Britishers, Canadians, 
Australians, Afrikanders and New 
Zealanders are tough all through,” he 
said, “from Prime Minister Churchill 
down to the little Cockney children 
who brag to each other that the 
bomb that fell in their street was the 
biggest ever.” 

Mr. Philip said he had found a 
tendency to ascribe the fall of France 
to ‘fifth column work and treach- 
ery,” but he believed the French 
were “licked, absolutely and com- 
pletely licked” in May and June. In

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The World of Wheat 
By H. G. L, STRANGE 


Many farmers who are interested 
inthe new rust resistant varieties 
of wheat R+nown, Thatcher and 
Apex, and the most recent variety of 
all, Regent, are asking whether 
Registered seed of these varieties can 
now be purchased. Thesituation is 
as follows: 

There will be available for pur- 
chase by any farmer this coming 
spring First and Second. generation 
Apex, Renown and Thatcher. It is 
doubtful, however, whether there 
will be any Registered Regent for 
sale until the spring of 1941. 

There are, however, quantities 
available of very fine specially select- 
ed Regent of the Certified grade, and 
of course, there are also Jarge quan- 
tities of Certified Apex, Renown and 
Thatcher. Registered seed of these 
new varieties contain less im- 
purities than Certified seed; in addi- 
tion, Registered strains are true to 
variety toa higher degree than the 
Certified. 

A farmer needing a smal! quantity 
of those new rust-resistant varieties 
should purchase registered seed if he 
can, for the extra cost of a few 
bushels of Registered over Certified 
would come to very little. Even 
farmers who purchase large quanti- 
ties of Certified seed would be well 
advised to purchase in addition a few 
bushels of Registered of the same 
variety to be sown on clean eummer- 
fallow.

LIFE OF SEEDS 


How long do seeds remain alive? 
Certainly not from ancient Egyptian 
times until now. Reports of the 
germination of “mummy” wheat are 
called fables by botanists. 


The same author reports that of ten 
Mimosa 81 years old, five 
germinated. An English botanist ob- 
tained 2.6 percent germination in red 
clover seed 81 years old. It is difficult 
to secure accurate records of seed 
buried in soil. However, a Japanese 
botanist reports 100 percent germina- 
tion in seeds of the Oriental Lotus 
flower buried for at least 120 years. 
Seeds of wheat, oats and barley 
often germinate well until about ten 
years old, after which the percentage 
of germination falls off sharply. 
However, due to adverse conditions 
during ripening and harvesting, the 
germination of new seed may be low. 
It is always wise to make a germina-

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U. s. Dollars 
Urgently Needed 


Many Canadians do not seem to 
realize that, with certain exceptions, 
it is against the law for them to 
hold foreign currencies, which of 
course, includes United States dol- 
lars, 20 urgently needed to buy war 
materials abroad. It isthe function 
of the Foreign Exchange Control 
Board to gather in all foreign ex- 
change arising out of our exports, 
tourist expenditures in Canada, and 
from miscellaneous sources and re- 
lease it for purchase of aeroplanes, 
gune and other much needed equips 
ment, principally in the United 
Stutes. If any Canadian has Unit- 
ed States dollars, or any other fore

They are Large 
Whites, the breed which has a larger 
proportion of lean to fat than any 
other, The sows are excellent 
and very prolific, while 
their piglets are hardy and rapid 
growers, equally ready for slaughter 
atan early age where small joints 
of pork are required, or to be taken 
on to a very large size and weight.

The Honourable J. L_ Ilsley, 
Minister of Finance, announced this 
week that National Housing Act 
loans approved in November, 1940, 
numbered 400 and aggregated $1,- 
221,252. All loans were to finance 
single family dwellings. 

This increase now brings total 
National Housing Act approvale to 
above $65,000,000, and the number 
of housing units provided for to 
19,287. 

New applications received contin- 
ue to exceed the number received 
ast year. In November, 1940, 
these numbered 830 against 319 in 
the corresponding month in 1989 

Of the 400 dwelling units financed 
in November, 1940, approximately 
27 pe were financed by loans of 
$2,400 or less, 56 pe. by loans of 
$3,000 or less and 75 pe. by loans 
of $3,500 or less. The number of 
small 90 pe. loans approved to fin- 
ance dwelling units valued at $2,500 
or less was 59, and the average loan 
for the month was $3,053

When the Deiiblon Government 
announces its wheat policy next 
February, it is eminently desirable 
that the proposed line of action 
should meet the substantial approv- 
al of the people of Canada, east and 

west, says the Pioneer Grain Com. 
pany, ina recent review. Nothing 
could be more injurious to the unity 
of the country, and hence, to the 
national war effort, than a resurg- 
ence of sectional differences 

Fortunately, there are signs of a 
desire to avoid strife over domestic 
affairs. Only the less reponsible 
elements continue to press claims 
on behalf of their particular interests 
which they know will be strongly 
opposed elsewhere. The great ma- 


jority appear willing, if not to 
compromise their principles, at 
least to reach a reasonable and 


workable settlement. 


Favored by this growing sense of 
national responsibility, the review 
continues, a great deal could be ac- 
complished during the next two 
months in preparation for the Feb- 
ruary decision on wheat policy, The 
review then suggests two kinds of 
action likely to contribute to a wise 
policy and a unified public opinion. 
Che first is simply that the goyern- 
ment consult freely the farmers who 
grow the wheat and the trade that 
handles it. The eecond is that 
those who favour one type of policy 
as against another put forward their 
views with moderation, seeking to 
inform and pursuade, rather than 
to arouse opposition. 

Consultation between the govern- 
ment and western interests is of the 
greatest importance. Not only can 
farmers and the trade contribute 
much out of their experience to the 
formulation of policy, but, if con- 
sulted, they will be in a better posi- 
tion to understand and appreciate 
the reasons behind the government’s 
final deeision, Too often in the 
past, the only consultation between 
these groups and the government 
took place when a committee went 
to Ottawa to protest a decision al- 
ready announced. 


In a sense the second of these 
suggestions is the complement of 
the first. If any group hopes to in- 
fluence policy its views must be 
moderate and within reason, other- 
wise the governmeat will be justified 
in rejecting them out of hand, as 
likely to interfere with national 
unity and with the supreme task of 
winning the war.

Example of the Value 
of Hog Carcass Grading 


Two shipments of hogs from fairly 
adjacent shipping points in central 
Ontario, which were carcass graded 
on the same day at the same grading 
centre recently, offered an interest 
ing contrast in quality. A bundied 
and-ten hogs from shipping point 
No. 1 were carcass graded as 50 per 
cent. ‘A’s’’ and 85 per cent. of the 
carcasses were of weights suitable 
for sizeable Wiltshires. Eighty 
seven hogs from ehipping point No.
